his Subjeas, alwell of Great Britanz as of Ire- 
land, as being of merit and abiliticthall ſeckethe 
ſame with a minde, not onely to benefit then 
{c lues, butto doe lervicetothe Crowne and the 
Ccemmon wealth. And foraſtnuch as many pcr- 
ſons being 1gnorant of the conditions where- 
vpon his Mayctie 13 pleaſed to grant the ſaid 
Lands, arc inportunate ſuitors for greater por- 
210ns thenthey arcable toplant intending their 
private profit onely, and not the advancement 
of the Publique ſervice, 

It is thought convenient, to declare and pub- 
liſh to all hiz Majeſties Subjcas, The ſeverall 
quantities of the Proportions which shall be diſtri 
buted,, The ſeveral ſorts of Vndertakers, The 
maner of Allotment, The e$tates, The Rents, The 
Tenures,xvith other Articles tobe oblerved,afwcl 
on his Majeſtics bchalfe, as on the behalfe of the 
Vadertakers, in maner and forme following. 


FR S Iſt, thr Proportions of land to be diſtri- 
WO buted to Vndertakers, ſhall be of three 
SE diftcrent quantities, conſiſting of ſun-

taine Ircth names, vicd and knownein the faid 
ſeverall Countics, viz. Ballibetaghes, Quarters, 
Balliboes , Tathes , and Polles : The fitit or leaſt 
proportion to containe ſuch or ſo many of theſaid 
parcels as ſhall make vp 1000. Engliſh Acres at 
the leaſt; and the ſecond or middle proportion, to 
containe ſuch or lo many of the faid parcels, as 
{hall make vp 1500, Engliſh Acres at the leaft: 
And the laſt or greatelit proportion to containe 
ſuch or ſomany ofthe ſaid parcels, as ſall make 
vp zooo. Engliſh Acres attheleaſt; toevery of 
which proportions ſhall be allowed ſuch quanti- 
tic of Bog orwcod, asthe countrey ſhall con- 
veniently afford.

Acres 
or thereabouts , ſhall holde the ſame by knight 
ſervice in Capite : And euery Vndertaker of 
ſo much Land as ſhall amount to the middle 
propertion of 1500. Acres, or thereabouts, (hall 
holde the ſame by Knights ſervice, as of the 
Caſtle of Dubliz. And every Vndertaker of {o 
much land as ſhal amount to the leaſt proportion
